*, yarbial astutencss of Yoan Sumet-u’ar must 
not he overlooked, however: it. is quite 
posaiblo—and, in view of the vague ana 
large terms of the commission not improb- 
ablé—that the sppointment has been created 
‘for the special purpose Of giving to, an 
ardent visionary work on which. he will be 
happily and harmlessly engaged for 2’con- 
siderable time. At the same time, great 
developmenta of China’s railway systema | ' 
must take place in the near future, and as 
Dr. Sun is the duly constituted authority 
in the matter, bis views cunnot be neglected, 
As is but to-be expected, bis schemes aro in 
no way distinguished for their modesty. 
He proposes to set up i immense network 
“of railway, totalling -200,000 4 (or 70,000 
miles approximately), at u cost which he 
estiniates at $6,000,000,000. . ‘The. plan of ! 
his system will be highly interesting, for he 
must have in his mind's eye many new 
routea' that have hitherto never been con: | 
tomplated even by the wildest dreamers. 
Thea whole length*of railway at present 
operating or under construction amounts to

(including even such remote projects: ‘ad the 
Kalgar-Kinkhta and Ti lines) como’ té only 
9,000 miles’ more,, und ‘we do uot think 
these” projects. ire liable to criticism: as 
inadequate to the country’s ‘present needs 
and capabilities. From the emphasia Dr. 
Sun lays on the political importance of 
railways, and from his special reforonce 
to Mongolia, it seems evident that a laige 
Proportion of the’ capital is to be spent on 
construction in the frontier regions of | rail- 
ways that will be purely military in their sig- 
nificance, and will have no commercial value. 
And in these, cireumetances he propozes to 
raive from obliging foreign capitalista (who, 
according to hia picture, ara in more need of 
lending money than China is of borrowing) a 
sunt of 86,000,000,000, though he objects to 
pledging any of China's revenucs, or even 
the railways themselves, na- security for 
this trifling sum. Ho gives two reasons 
why ‘the lendera would be agreeable to thia 
arrangement. In the first. place, only 20 per 
cont. of the amount is to be taken in cash, 
tho remainder taking the form. of railway 
plant and mutorials; und, in the second 
place, the venture will be a remunerativo 
ono—the 70,000 miles of railway are to be 
lnid within ten years, and’ hen profits will 
be earned. 'the fact that China is now 
finding difficulty in raising a ° loan’ of 
; $600,000,000 does not. confound Dr. Sur's 
plans in the least degree: foreign capitalists 
naturally look askance, he says, at an, in- 
remunerative political Joan, even when 
made ‘to the Government of: the Republic 
| of China, but a Joan to private railway com- 
' panies isa very differont thing, for it will 
not he unproductive, and a large proportion 
will find its way back to. the lending coun- 
tries ‘ns the price of materials, It  sccma 
almost ineredible that-Dr. Son wade hin- 
self responsible for the views we have thug 
briefly examined, and we ‘should not. refer

Action was brought hy Wong Hon ‘Chi, 
carrying on business as the Tai Ying 
Chan, sgainet the Wing Cheung Chan 
and Lau Tsan Yan: to recover $1,000, 
balance of money lent by the plaintiff 
to the defendant. The full claim was 
endorsed on ‘the: writ as $1,016, but the

Mr. Crewe (of Mossrs. Hastings & 
Hastings) appeared for. the plaintiff, and

My. Crew said the plaintiff firm carried 
on business from about’ the beginning of 
1910 in the export of coolics to Singapore, 
and to a certain extent was finaneed by 
persons interested.

Last night was unique in the dramatic 

history. of Hongkong, as it: witnessed 

the first production ‘uf a, Shavian play. 

George Bernard Shaw is one of. the most 

interesting, as woll as onc of the mest 
perplexing personalities of our. time, 
and the attempt te understaud his works 
is rendered difficult by. the fact that he 
refuses to take himself ucriously. Whoever 
heard of a dramatist writing a play and 
then satirising it himself? Yet tliat is 
the sort of thing that George Bernard 

Shaw dovs. : 

Candidly--no pun in intended—Shaw's 
works cannot be said to appeal ‘to the 
may in the strect.. ‘They have their owa 
admircra, numerous enough in all con- 
science, bit they cannot, be deserihed as 
cajeying universal popularity, . This’ is 
Not wreflection, of ‘course, on Shaw,. nor 
need it be a cynical reflection on the 
general public, for, after all, they are 
honest enough to admit that they donut 
always understand him, a confession 
which some of ‘their more cultured 
lrethren would make had they tho neces- 
sary courage. 

The play has been summarised im the 
following words :—“ Candida”. is a play 
of. temperament rather than of action, 
and it is the gradual lifting of the veils 
that conceal the varying mentalities of 
the characters not only from one anuther 
Init from themselves that provides the 
progriss and eliniax necessary to drama, 
The Rev. James Morell, a parsan of 
socialist convictions, stroug and ‘confident 
in his own opinions and beliefs, of which 
not the least strong is belief in himself, 
introduces into his family circle a youth, 
Eugene Marchbanks, the son of a peer, 
who. alarmed.at his son's deviation from 
type, is striving to starve him into his 
own conception of the fitness of things. 
‘Marchbanks, whose: schomo of life .and 
thought differs not only from that of his 
awn mitten but equally -so from that 
of Morell, is a poct with all a woman’s 
intuitivencss, with all a poet's instinetive 
divination of the truth, a compound of 
physical ‘cowardice and — intellectual 
courage, a strange, shy, slight effeminate 
youth—in, short, the dirvet antithesis of 
Morell, Candida, . Muzell’s wife, a 
woman endowed with largeness of mind 
and dignity of character, beloved by both, 
becomes unconsciously tho storm centre of 
their temperamental antipathies, and in 
the conflict, the cssential weakness of 
Morell's strength, the strength of March- 
bank’s ‘weakness, are brought into 
evidence. It is that renl weakness that 
Candida divining allows to decide. her 
choice; and’ Marchbanks, quit of : the 
desire for happiness, leaves'thom to theirs, 
with the realisation that life is “nobler 
than. happiness. 

As rendered by. the Allan Wilkie com- 
bination, there can he little dificulty in 
understanding ‘‘Candida.” The ‘ storm 
of temperamental antiputhies’. was skil- 
fully portrayed Jost night, and the 
genoroug applause testified the audience’s 
appreeiation of the clever interpretation. 
The small cast had to be re-arranged 
owing to the indisposition of Mr. Gordon, 
who was to have taken the part of Mr, 
Burgess, but it seemed to make Httle 
difference to the suecess of the production,
